second user, a time range associated with the first user having at least a portion 
overlapping with at least a portion of a time range associated with the second user, as 
recited in claims 1,13, 26, 40, 51 , and 52. The prior art fails to show, teach, or suggest 
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a method for a communication system for determining a plurality of soil-decision 
regeneration factors associated with a plurality of users, each soft-decision regeneration 
factor from the plurality of soft-decision regeneration factors being uniquely associated 
with each user from the plurality of users; and canceling interference, for a user from the 
plurality of users, from a received signal based on the plurality of soft-decision 
regeneration factors excluding the soft-decision regeneration -factor associated with the 
first user, as recited in claim 25.
